Should we not, 
as a project, to give new life to the NATO and 1J.S. - 
Japanese Alliance, propose to our allies a massive joint 
search ~- as great as the Man-on-the-Moon Program or 
the Marshall Plan -~- to find a solution to the energy 
problem? 


Churchill once said, ''Make no small plans. They 
have no magic to stir the souls of men." Would not such 
a program (which would be in everyone's interest) give 
new life and purpose to the Alliances and give them an 
attractive and imaginative common goal?
